1 . This action is in response to the Preliminary amendment filed on November 29, 
2001. 

2. Claims 1-5 are pending in this action. Claims 3 and 5 have been amended. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The references cited in the Information Disclosure Statement, PTO-1449, Paper 
No. 6 have been considered. 



5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the verbal label of corresponding reference number as described in the specification. 
Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance.

6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Method of generating a maximum entropy 
speech model for a speech recognition system 

7. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract contains more 
than a single paragraph, contains exactly same claimed limitations. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art.

b. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

9. Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. In claim 5, the limitation "a 
speech recognition system with a speech model generated as claimed in claim 1". Here 
claim 5 improperly dependent on claim 1 because the claimed limitation fails to further 
limit the subject matter of the method claim 1 . The claim limitation does not contain 
particular structure of the speech recognition system with a speech model, so that claim 
limitation does not related to the independent claim 1 . Therefore, claim 5 is improper 
dependent from claim 1 . 



Claim Objections 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 1 . Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. As per claim 5, the limitation is claimed, "a speech recognition 
system with a speech model generated as claimed in claim 1". Here in the claim the 
applicant does not particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter about the 
speech recognition system, and where the speech model will exist in the system, or do 
the system will execute the speech recognition on the generated speech model by the 
system. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

12. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 5 is directed to a speech recognition 
system. The claim does not clearly point out functional interrelationship between the 
recognition system and a speech model generated as claimed in method claim 1 . 
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The applicant appears to be claiming a speech recognition system with a speech 
model generated as claimed in claim 1. The applicant, however, does not indicate as to 
whether a speech recognition system is executing speech recognition with a speech 
model generated as claimed in method claim 1 , nor does he indicate whether a speech 
model generated as claimed in method claim 1 is part of a speech recognition system. 

A speech recognition system with speech model generated cannot execute the 
speech recognition nor a speech model is a part of a speech recognition system as 
recited in the claim. 

The claim therefore lacks practical application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 1-4 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

14. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: as per claim 1, the applicant teaches a method of generating a maximum 
entropy speech model for a speech recognition system. The prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the claimed combination of features including the specific 
embodiments of , "by evaluating a training corpus, first probability values P in d (w / h) are 
formed for N-grams with N >= 0 and an estimate of second probability values Pa (w / h), 
which represent speech model values of the maximum entropy speech model, is made 
in dependent of the first probability values". Where prior art of record teaches probability 
values in the training corpus Pa (w / h) are formed for N-grams with N>=1 , that means N 
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= 1,2,3, Therefore, prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the claim 

combination of features. 



1 5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Chen et al. teach, Topic adaptation for language modeling using unnormalized 
exponential models. 

Kneser et al. (US 6,157,912) teach, speech recognition method with language 
model adaptation.
